THE CAPITAL'S UNIVERSITY DISTRICT HAD BEEN WARNED TO STAY 
INDOORS, SUGGESTING THAT SECURITY FORCES WOULD MOVE TO 
SECURE THE CAMPUSES. THE BEIJING MARTIAL LAW COMMAND 
ISSUED TWO DIRECTIVES YESTERDAY DECLARING INDEPENDENT 
STUDENT AND WORKER GROUPS ILLEGAL AND BRANDING THEIR 
LEADERS COUNTERREVOLUTIONARIES ; THE AUTHORITIES DEMANDED 
THAT THE LEADERS TURN THEMSELVES IN FOR "LENIENT" 
TREATMENT. RADIO AND TELEVISION HAVE BEEN BROADCASTING 
TELEPHONE NUMBERS FOR CITIZENS TO REPORT ANONYMOUSLY THE 
NAMES OF RIOTERS . 

LARGE NUMBERS OF TANKS AND TROOPS REMAIN IN THE CITY; 
TIANANMEN SQUARE IS STILL CLOSED TO THE PUBLIC. BEIJING 
NEWSPAPERS RESUMED PUBLICATION YESTERDAY FOR THE FIRST 
TIME IN FOUR DAYS. THEY ARE FILLED WITH ARTICLES DENYING 
THERE WERE HEAVY CIVILIAN CASOAWIKS xN J*,* SM'JRDAY' S 
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ASSAULT AND FOCI'S ING ON AT t>.CKf AM3 ATROCITIES AGAINST THE 
POLICE AND SOLDIERS. SHANGHAI'S MAYOR WENT ON RADIO AND

PREMIER LI PENG AND VICE PRESIDENT WANG ZHSN— A HARD-LINE 
RETIRED GENERAL WERE SHOWN ON TELEVISION YESTERDAY 
ADDRESSING- TROOPS IN THE GREAT HALL NEXT TO TIANANMEN 
SQUARE. THIS WAS LI'S FIRST APPEARANCE SINCE SATURDAY'S
